on Thursday. Wednesday forenoon the 
republican congressional convention wW 
be held in the criminal court room, and 
at the same place in the afternoon, be- 
ginning at lx>'ok>ck, the convention for 
the selection of a joint representative for 
Marion, Hancock and Shelby counties 
will sit. The state convention will oc- 
cur on Thursday at Tomlinson hall. 
Saturday the demooratic convention for 
the selection of a congressional candi- 
date will make a second effort at Tom- 
linson haU. As if this were not enough 
there is announced «

on 
Wednesday of all the labor parties, the 
greenbackers, grangers and other organ- 
izations of that ilk, but so far as heard 
from but one set of del^gatM, and those 
from Chicago, have announced an in- 
tention to be present. 


The republican state convention is, oi 
course, of first importance, although the^ 
democratic congressional uproar con- 
tinues to absorb local Attention to an ex- 
traordinary degree. B^ublican candi- 
dates for lieutenimt governor are numenr- 
ous, but in most instances the otmdidaoy 
is a mere suggestion. Colonel B 
S. 
BobertsoD, of Allen, seems to be men- 
tioned. W. M. Bidpath, of Clay county; 
J. J. Todd, of WeUs; P. N. Chase, of 
Cass; B. ». Gregory, of Delaware; S. 
P. Oyler, of Johnson; B. B. P. Pierce, 
of Montgomery; Thomas Hanna, of Put- 
nam; T. P. Keator, of Allen; George W. 
Grubbs, of Morgan; Warren G. Sayre, 
of Wabash, and Prank Posey, of Pike, 
have been mentioned, but it is safe to 
say that these names will not be pre- 
seuted to the convention.

prince wtth jeyous shouts of wdcome. 
A large crowd left Tirnova to meet the 
prince at a point five miles distant, and 
escorted him into town amid great en- 
thusiasm.

Per- 
kins took one route and Gibson another. 
Perkins took the Frisco line, stopped at 
Webster Grove and worked a man for 
$25. at Dixon and bled Judge Mmphy 
for $25 at Bichland, Mo., and tapped 
another man for the same sum. The 
paper farther told how Gibson and Per- 
kins had gone out from Bichland, were 
tracked by detectives from there to 
Dixon, Mo., and thence to Waynesville 
Where they were arrested and thrown in 
jail and were awaiting trial for obtaining 
mo ney under false pretenses.
